The burlesque season is rapidly drawing to a 
close and by the time this matter goes to 
press there will be but few shows left on the 
road, a few companies will remain out until 
late in June while Jack Singer's Bohemian 
Show will go to Madison Square Roof Garden 
for the summer months. Fred Irwin's Big 
Show and New Majestic will be rearranged into 
one big extravaganza for their Philadelphia en 
gagement in which over fifty people will be 
employed 

The Empire Circuit (Western Burlesque 
Wheel) bas formed a pool merger, which is 
open to every manager on the Western Wheel. 
it is stated that the production pool will con- 
sist of at least thirty shows, the profits of 


which will be placed in a general fund for final 
distribution. A standard point of profit will be 
decided upon, and all receipts above this stipu- 
luted sum, will go to the manager to whom the 
credit is*due for having a good show. 

Western Wheel managers are divided in 
opinion as to the advantages of the pool propo- 
sition, some of them maintaining that the new 
policy will destroy individual effort, which would 


result in weak and insipid productions, and 
in time, an entire absence of spirited competi- 
tion 

They declare, however, that the production 


pool will allow of big economies in the produe- 
ing and staging of shows as it will do away 
with competitive bidding for principals and will 
eut down many of the expenses of administra- 
tion 

Theré will be a provision made for shows that 
do not come up to the standard, or fail to 
make good, and after a certain period of un 
table running these will be dropped. 

There bas been a rumor in burlesque circles 
that « third wheel was to be instituted by 
the leading Owners of the two present burlesque 


“Wheels.” This, however, has been denied by 
both factions, although it is stated that Stair 
and Havlin are contemplating entering the bur- 
lesque field. playing a circuit of their own 
houses with a wheel of musical shows which 
will be heralded as ‘‘Better Burlesque." 

This season there have been over seventy 


burlesque shows on the road playing the Eastern 
and Western Circuits, and when the burlesque 
Season reopens there will possibly be more. 
There is room enough for more shows, but they 
must be good. 

(ne of the greatest 
burlesque show to-day, is the annoying similar 
ity between the various shows, the old-time, 
slapstick and knock-about style of comedy bas 
become a nuisance and the burlesque going pub- 
lic demand at least some originality of humor.

The American Theatrephone Company perfects 
deal for use of the Theatrephone in leading 
houses. The Shuberts and Klaw & Erlanger 
take «a hand. Shakespeare’s plays, Dr. Jekyll 
and Mr. Hyde, Uncle Tom's Cabin, Down on 
the Farm and other dramas to be presented 
without actors. Grand and comic operas with- 
out singers. 

“Moving and talking pictures’’ on a far more 
elaborate scale than they have ever yet been 
seen in public are to invade the theatrical field 
next season, not in opposition to the theatre 
managers, as has been supposed, but with their 
assistance and sanction. In fact, it is boped 
that these entertainments will afford a simple 
means for supplying attractions for some of the 
houses which have not been profitable of late. 
A new mechanical device called the ‘‘Theatre- 
phone’’ has finally been perfected, and the 
various demonstrations that have already been 
given at some of the New York and Boston thea- 
tres prove that this mechanism is able to re- 
produce entire plays and operas, giving the 
sounds of words and music as well as the entire 
action without actors and singers. 

The general manager of the American Thea 
trephone Co., located at 147 West 24th street, 
New York City, outlined just what is proposed 
being done in an interview with our representa 
tive he said: 

“We can offer our productions, with music, 
words and actions all harmonized, as fast as we 
can get them into form. We know that our 
machine will work, because it has been thor 
oughly tested in the presence of theatrical 
managers at the Broadway Theatre, the Ma- 
jestic Theatre, the Hippodrome, one of Keith 
& Proctor’s theatres and several other large 
houses. We do not consider that it belongs to 
the same class as other living and talking pic- 
ture contrivances. We give an entire evening's 
entertainment of two hours and a half, or brief 
scenes from operas or plays 


You needn't stay awake nights wondering 
how we are going to get theatres for the per 
formances. That’s been our worry and we've 
got it arranged so that we can get all of them 
we want. We have been making preparations 
for the last fourteen months, and we know just 
how the managers stand in the matter. As 
to the possibility of our being opposed by Klaw 
& Erlanger, the Shuberts and others, I can only 
say that we have a dozen of our performances 
booked for regular tours, like any ordinary 
theatrical company, beginning in the autumn. 

The Theatrephone is a device which combines 
the effects to be obtained by grahaphones and 
by moving picture apparatus. The gramaphone 
is placed behind the curtain on which the mov 
ing picture appears, and is so contrived that it 
shifts automatically on two discs. Dises not in 
use may always be replaced by new ones and 
thus the flow of sound may continue without in- 
terruption for an indefinite period. The grama 
phone on the stage behind the screen is nec 


essarily synchronized with the moving picture 
machine in the gallery. At the end of each 
act the curtain is dropped for an intermission 


exactly as during a regular performance. 

Among the reproductions already prepared are 
A Mid-Summer Night’s Dream, Othello, Hamlet, 
Dr. Jekyll and Mr. Hyde and similar standard 
plays. The manager also says that he has 
made an arrangement with the Shuberts by 
which he is to make a reproduction of The 
Girl Behind the Counter now playing with Lew 
Fields at the Herald Square Theatre, New York. 
He says. moreover, that he has three grand 
opera productions ready to offer It is un- 
derstood that the Theatrephone entertainments 
will be seen in first-class theatres and moving 
picture places and that best seats will be sold 
at prices ranging as high as one dollar.

Bet aside these injunctions and held that the 
police did have a right to stop these various 
forms of amusement, for the reason that a 
court could not enjoin a_ police officer from 
making an arrest on the ground that ‘‘the act 
about to be committed was not a crime."’ The 
court practically holds that the police cannot 
be expected to decide positively whether or not 
a crime was being committed, that being a mat 
ter for the court and jury to decide. That if 
an arrest was made in which no crime conid 
be proved, the person arrested would have his 
remedy at law for damages for false arrest. 
In none of these cases would the court look 
into the merits of the respective cases, to as- 
certain whether or not they were actual viola- 
tiens of the Sunday law, merely deciding that 
the same point was invovled in each case. to- 
wit: ‘That the police could not be prevented 
from making an arrest on the ground that the 
act about to be committed is not a crime."’

the publishers have received between three and 
four thousand verses from men, women and 
children in twenty-six states of the Union and 
the surprising part of it all is, that the ma 
jority of them are excellent.

Recently a critic on one of the newspapers 
in a large Eastern city essayed a role to prove 
that critics were capable of playing any part 
they might discuss. As was generally expected, 
the critic was a frizzle. a screaming failure. 
Wouldn't it be amusing to read that critic's 
criticism of himself? 

But there was a good lesson in the episode 
It might be gathered that critics are not always 
capable of censoring the acting of others. In 
many instances they are not qualified by educa 
tion temperament or experience to attempt 
passing judgment. Criticism in most iostances 
is merely an expression of  self-opinionated 


ideas and does not truly convey a broadened 
view The true critic will be a student; he 
will dig. master a wide knowledge of theatrics 
before he will attempt to write, but in most 


instances, criticism devolves on some chap who 
has a faclie and flippant pen. It is not the 
end of the critic to always find fault and never 
should be his object to treat lightly any en 
deavor of the actor, just for the sake of trying 
out a lot of cute sayings, insipid, tirade, or 
abusive jumble 

It has often been remarked by 
spend considerable of their money, time and 
energy on melodrama, that their efforts seem 
to gain no recognition from the papers. It 
is often remarked by newspaper men that the 
business office and the editorial policy are in no 
way aligned. Perhaps sonre who read this will 
not see the analogy, but analogy there is, and 
sooner or later, it will assume its proper place 
and at a time when things are more opportune. 
Newspapers do not take melodrama seriously, 
and in many instances their indifference is a 
mark of courtesy to the management Editors 
take it for granted that the popular-priced at- 
tractions are devised solely for the office boy 
to try out his ideas of critical insight. Per- 
haps a goodly per cent. of the melodramas foist 


managers who 


ed on a suffering public are in no way worthy 
of mention in the press. They are so rotten in 
every respect that they earn a general odium 


on melodrama in general But there have been

extravagant press matter used to exploit the 
drama Few indeed are the press agents of 
to-day who can write matter that will get by 


the editor without a copious dose of blue pen 
el It seems ridiculous that so many men 
who have had so much experience in such mat 
ters, will fall for a line of junk that wouldn't 
pass muster on a medicine show. In many 
editorial offices there are press sheets. framed 
for the edification of those who hold sanity too 
cheaply Some writers’ ideas of press dope 
runs the gamut of the dictionary. In place of 


telling the story in simple language the press 
agent will ramble off a series of adjectives 
that only half the reporters understand, let 
alone the public which is supposed to read 
the stuff Newspaper mén as a rule make the 
best press agents for the reason they have 
at one time or another had to edit advance 
notices of various kinds, and secondly they are 
in a better position to judge just how much

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LATE AND COMPLETE REPORT 


Of the Wright Carnival Company’s Experience in the Tornado 
at Helena, Arkansas. 


Helena, Ark., May 18, 1908. 

Ove of the worst theatrical disasters in the 
history of the South marked Sunday, April 26, 
as a day of horrors in this districet and twelve 
members of the Wright Carnival Company on 
that fatal day paid tribute to the fury of a hur- 
rieane which capsized their steamer, Miriam, 
and threatened for three hours to claim the 
total boatload of seventy-five passengers as its 
toll. 

Manager Harry Wright, of Evansville, Ind., 
was the manager of the company and the les- 
see of the boat on which it embarked, and the 
company was recruited at Memphis, Tenn. It 
had been on the road but a few weeks, moving 
from port to port along the river in the char- 
tered steamer, Miriam. It was only two hours 
after leaving the dock in this city that the 
ill-fated craft was seized in the grip of the 
eyelone and wrecked in mid-river. 

So fierce was the blow that the steamer was 
picked up clear of the water, her decks liter- 
ally stripped from the hull and thrown down 
Jongside the battered bulk that contained ber 
egines and boilers. For three long hours the 
aembers of the company and the ship's crew 
‘ung to the wreckage, hugh waves washed 
them off repeatedly, and the men crowned them- 
selves with honor by the determined fight they 
made to preserve the lives of the weakend wo- 
men. 

When hope had been almost abandoned, and 
men+ were losing their grip more frequently, 
when the cold hail and rain was fast benumb- 
ing their bodies and the cold water was chill 
ing them to the bone, aid came in the form of 
a courageous fisherman, Hugh Stubbs. Launches 
and other craft came to their aid after the 
fury of the storm had abated. 

Monday afternoon, after spending the night 
on the fiver bank, the women finding accommo- 
dations In the huts of the fishermen, the sur- 
vivors were brought to this city. Measures for 
relief had been made the instant the plight of 
the wrecked ones was known, and foremost 
among the contributors was The Billboard. The 
faith that the shipwrecked and penniless the- 
atrical members had in The Billboard was little 
ehort of touching. They knew that they would 
receive aid, and it came to them promptly. 

While the members of the company were 
communicating with friends, they were clothed, 
fed and housed by the ladies and the business 
men of this city, aided by the funds gathered 
by The Billboard, as stated, and those who 
were totally without resources were given funds 
sufficient to take them to Memphis, where it 
was possible to secure employment in tueir 
various lines. 

An attempt was made by Manager Wright to 
secure a warrant, charging Captain Joyce of the 
Miriam with neglect of duty, but the inspectors 
who sat in the case refused it, and Joyce was 
immediately released.

People seen at the dances frequently say that 
this is their first season in years and they are 
glad of the changes being made. 

The failure of The College Widow and ‘Way 
Down East in London can only be attributed to 
the ignorance of the English public, who do not 


understand nor appreciate the local characters 
introduced. Nothing is good that he is not 
familiar with, and he is too insular in bis 


prejudices to familiarize himself with anything 
not British—more especially is it repugnant to 
him if it is American 

The Squaw Man had to have its title changed 
because the English mind could never be taught 
to appreciate the whys and wherefores of the 
appelation. The play would never have suc 
ceeded but for the fact that the hero was an 
Englishman. If he had been an American the 
play would have failed, because to the Eng 
lishman it would have been unreasonable for 
an American to be manly. 

It reads very funny to an American when he 
picks up an English theatrical paper and learns 
from an advertisement that such-and-such a com 
pany played to €£130—10—6 ($652.60) on the 
week at the Jimtown Theatre: and these receipts 
are used as an evidence of good business at that 
theatre to induce other companies to book there. 
The percentage is usually fifty. I heard a man 
ager of a traveling company, carrying eighteen 
acting people, bragging on playing the week 
previous to more than $500 gross, of which he 
received 60 per cent. The house manager over 
here can make money on receipts that would 
starve the touring manager. The ‘‘house’’ owns 
from two to half a dozen bars scattered through 
all portions of the house, and the intermissions 
are made very long, so that the bar trade is 
where the local manager ‘‘gets off."

WEEKLY LETTER 
From the John Robinson 10 Big Shows 


We arrived early Friday morning. May 15, in 
Knoxville without any unusual incidents, and it 
was here that we certainly did the business 
We gave one parade as early as 8:30. and as re 
ports from our advance showed that the city was 
circus hungry, as no circus had been there for 
five years, it was decided to give three perform- 
ances. Despite the fact that only one day in 
advance was used to advertise the morning per 
formance, when the whistle blew for the opening 
tournament at 11 o'clock the big top was packed. 
The doors for the afternoon performance were 
thrown open at 1 o'clock and the performance 
started at 1:30. By this time the tent was 
packed by thousands and thousands and the big 
tent was one vast, animated throng. Shortly 
after the tournament bad started the ‘‘Gover- 
nor’’ gave the word to stop the sale of tickets, 
and at least several more thousand were disap- 
pointed. At night it was a repitition of the af 
ternoon except that the crowd was larger. if 
possible. The audience was packed into their 
seats until packing could not be effected any 
longer and then the spectators stood or sat upon 
the ground or on straw piles. And this business 
was done in the rain, which started at 6 o'clock. 
Turnaway twice in one day is going some. The 
performances went with a dash and a vim, and 
everything moved with the precision and smooth 
ness of the works of a Seth Thomas clock. 

Saturday, the 16th, we played Etowah, Tenn.. 
a railroad made town not yet three years old. 
We gave an early parade and as the front of 
the entrance was packed with people clamoring 
for admission, we opened the doors at 11 o'clock. 
But it was 1 o'clock before the circus started as 
it was necessary to wait upon the excursion 


trains, some of which had not arrived. We gave 
but the one performance and the tent was 
jammed. Bverything conspired to make this 


May day an ideal one for the circus, even the 
weather man ordered a clear, sunshinny day. At 
the show grounds everything was serene but 
uptown a deputy sheriff killed a negro for bump- 
ing into him, but as this is a matter of such 
common occurrence down here in the black belt. 
and while considered necessary it is not thought 
much of and is of such little importance that it 
didn't even cause a ripple of excitement. 

The Clarion came out the next day with prob 
ably the shortest murder notice on record. It 
read: ‘Colonel James Ashby shot Eph Johnson, 
colored, yesterday; Epb is dead."" 

Colonel Ashby either had a great friend in the 
editor of the Clarion or else the editor was sure 
afraid of the Colonel's ire. I have had that 
word ire on tap for some time and take haste 
to use it and get it out of my system. 

Speaking of deputy sheriffs, they have been 
numerous in our last few stops and their claims 
for free tickets so insistent that it was thought 
that we would have to give a special performance 
for them alone in one or two towns. They cer 
tainly must be good producers, as they have 
larger families (to hear them tell it) than any 
other set of men in America. Wonder if Presi 
dent Roosevelt ever sent any of them an auto 
graphed photograph? 

We Sundayed in Anniston, Ala.. making the 
jump of two hundred miles in good time for an 
early breakfast 

We gave an early parade Monday on account 
of the threatening weather and thousands lined 
the streets to view the passing show.

“Buffalo 
Bill’ made a speech at the house-warming of 
the National Press Club in Washington that 
was quoted all over the country, and one paper 
in summing up his words said: ‘And ‘Buffalo 
Bill’ said things.”’ . 

In Philadelphia, ‘Buffalo Bill’’ was intro- 
duced by George J. Brennan, thrice president of 
the Pen and Pencil Club there, as one of the 
two great rongh-riders of the world. He added: 
“That in linking Roosevelt’s name with ‘‘Buf- 
falo Bill’’ Teddy was honored, as there never 
lived a greater Western character than ‘Bill 
Cody."’ The old scout told several stories of 
his Western life which pleased the newspaper 
men immensely. There were more than five 
hundred of them present, and they all said 
that after seeing Cody at their gathering their 
esteem for him had increased even beyond that 
in which they held him in the days when they 
walked the streets with bare feet. One of the 
Baltimore papers, in an editorial, says: ‘‘When 
‘Buffalo Bill’ was face to face with danger he 


could not afford to miss. Why? Because if he 
tiissed the other fellow would not miss. To 
miss meant to lose his life. If ‘Buffalo Bill’ 


had a coat of arms he would probably have this 
motto: ‘Do it first and don’t miss." That ap- 
plies to commercial life of to-day just as much 
as it did to life on the plains. The man who 
does it oftenest and misses the fewest times is 


the man with the big bank account. He is 
the man who wins suceess."’ This is only one 
of the tributes paid to Colonel Cody by the 


newspapers. They all liked his easy and frank 
manner of caiking. and the clever way he had 
of hitting the nail on the head. 

All those who were able to join the Wild 
West feel glad that they were picked out for 
this show on account of the fact that it is cer- 
tain that one performance in the day will have 
a full house or a_ turn-away. Mr. Ernest 
Cooke's gentleness and good management seems 
to have spread to all the other bosses, and 
hardly a word of profanity is heard when the 
boss canvasman, train-master, boss hostler, re- 
spectively James Devinia, Peter Hertz, and 
Jack Kubiman, are around. 

Nothing could go smoother with the different 
gangs than it is going at the present time 
with the workmen in Buffalo Bill's Wild West. 
Sam Fielder, who was twenty-four-hour man 
with the show last year, is holding the same 
position, and has already had the opportunity 
to show his ability. Joseph B. Harper is in 
charge of the two wagons and he, in Madison 
Square Garden, despite the heavy work, has 
managed to show that he caw accomplish more 
things than an ordinary.man ‘twice his age 
Charles Thompson is the lega! adjuster with 
the show, and his affability owards every 
body, as well as his keen perception of the 
show business. have made him respected and 
liked by everybody 

Where there was trouble last year with the 
police in Philadelphia, this year through his 
work Captain Hamm did everything in his power 


with the men under him in keeping back the 
crowds and beating the ticket speculators. In 
York, Pa., the first one-day stand, of the Bill 
Show, there was a deluge of rain. but it did not 
prevent a ‘“‘turn-away"’ in the afternoon and a 
fine house at night. The spirit of content is 
everywhere in the show and Johony Baker, the 
arena director. and crack-shot, did fine work 
in Madison Square Garden as usual, and has 


done on the road with bis hundreds of horses 
and performers

city. Everyone was pleased to see him and 
everyone was sorry to say good-bye to him. He 
is now busy touching up a week ahead.

SOUTHERN THEATRICAL ASS’N 
MEETS IN CHATTANOOGA 


Jake Wells Re-elected President of Body 


oe _) 


Next Meeting Also to be Held in Chattanooga—Deliberations 
Produce Means for Obtaining Better Attractions and for 
Further Protection to Self and Public. 


HE first called meeting of the Asso- 
ciation of Southern Theatre Managers 
met in session at Chattanooga, Tenn., 
May 20, present and presiding Jake 
Wells, president of the associa- 

tion. There were about fi@ty members of 
the association in the convention hall of the 
Hotel Patten when President Wells called the 
meeting to order, representing theatres in every 
one of the Southern and many of the South- 
eastern cities. 

The first business to come before the asso- 
ciation was the reading of the report of the 
special railroads committee, of which Jake 
Wells is chairman. This committee reported 
that last February its chairman,accompanied 
by Mr. W. VY. Batchelor, special attorney, 
appeared before a meeting of the Southeastern 
Passenger Association at Atlanta for the pur 
pose of securing a two-cent passenger rate for 
theatrical companies and organizations in the 
territory under the jurisidction of the South- 
eastern Railroad Association. At first this was 
positively and flatly refused the managers’ re- 
presentatives, but after a hard and vigorous 
fight by Messrs. Wells and Batchelor, the Sea- 
board Air Line granted the rate asked for. 
However, other roads in the Southeastern Asso- 
ciation persistently held out, until, by continual 
pounding and the assistance afforded by the 
Seaboard, other lines came in one by one, until 
at the present time practically every railway 
line in the jurisdiction of the Southeastern 
Passenger ‘Association has conceded the rate 
asked for. 

After the reading and adoption of the rail 
road committee’s report, other matters looking 
to the advancement of the policy of the houses 
of the South were taken up and discussed at 
length. Especial reference was made to com- 
— traveling through the South and the 
Southeast, and the conclusions drawn from these 
discussions will be of inestimable benefit to 
producing managers and house magnates. 

Following this discussion two important 
standing committees were provided for as fol- 
lows: First, a committee on Future Rail- 
road Development; Second, a Committee to 
adjust Differences Between Companies and Man- 
agers 

Applications from 35 of the 68 managers who 
are not yet members of the association were 
received and acted upon by the election of the 
applicatants to full membership. This swells 
the total membership of the Association of 
Southern Theatre Managers to a total of 280. 

After the election of the new members, the 
convention adjourned, to meet again at ten 
o'clock this morning, when other matters of 
importance to the amusement interests and the 
public will be taken up and discussed. 

After the convention had adjourned, a Chat- 
tanooga News reporter met Mr. Wells and 
asked as to the inner pur- se of the associa- 
tion Mr. Wells said: 

“There is no intention or purpose in this 
organization to do anything but promote har- 
mony and good feelings among theatrical people 
coming to the South. The National Association 
of Producing Managers will receive our com- 
bined aid in promoting the best interests of 
all who are in any way identified with things 
theatrical in the South and Southeast. By con- 
certed actions alone can results be obtained and 
that is the guiding star of the association. We 
will work for harmony in every detail and ex 
pect the results to be most gratifying to every- 
one. ‘This, in a nut shell, is the object at 
which the association is aiming.’’ 

Previous to adjournment Jack Youngs, mana- 
ger of Wells’ Bijou, and Will Albert, manager 
of the Orpheum, extended invitations to the 
visiting managers to become the guests of 
their houses at any perrormance during their 
stay here These invitations we received and 
accepted with the thanks of the association 
and last night practically all of the managers 
visited both the Bijou and the Orpheum, spend- 
ing some time in each house. 

The executive committee met at 9:30 this 
morning in the blue room at Hotel Patten and 
went into executive session uniul 11. o'clock, 
the time set for the convention's assembling. 

During the session this morning matters re- 
lating to the good of the order occupied most 
of the time and nearly everyone present took 
an active part in the discussion. After ad- 
journment a Chattanooga News reporter asked 
President Jake Wells for a statement as to 
what had been accomplished at the meeting. 
He said: 

“The object and purpose of this organization 
is for the benefit of the public and the house 
managers. Perhaps it is not generally known 
that the house manager, in the past, has had 
nothing to say as to what show he would play 
nor the prices he would have to charge his 
patrons. ‘The attractions were booked to our 
honses from forcign booking offices, who had 
nothing further than a monetary interest in 
the productions. They would premise any 
price to the shows and we would either have 
to stand to have our regular house price raised 
or else lese the attraction, and then in some 
instences have to defend a suit for damages. 
Now this organization will make it possible for 
the managers to protect themselves and their 
*patrons. 


‘“‘We are now in a position to aid each other 
in many ways. We were the only ones connec- 
ted with the show business that were not here- 
tofore organized. The billposters, the stage 
carpenters, the press representatives, and what 
not, had their organization and when we were 
only individuals they could make and demand 
on us that they wanted to and we had to 
accede. This organization makes it possible 
for us to offer protection to one another and to 
the patrons of the houses. Then, we can aid 
the producing managers in many ways, and 
acting in connection with that organization, 
we will be of much more benefit to the public. 
in that we can secure better classes of attrac- 


tions for the houses we repre and produce 
them at prices that will be eee dante with 
the policy of the houses and not as dictated 
by some booking agent in New York or Chi- 
cago. 

“There are so many things that we did 
which will be beneficial to everybody, managers 
and public in particular, that cannot now 
take your time to tell of. 

“When we aljourncd today we did so to 
meet here again at the call of the board of 
directors. We realize that Chattanooga is the 
natural hub of the South; she presents ideal 
transportation facilities to every part of the 
South and, then. the hotel accommodations to be 
had at Hotel Patten are unsurpassed at any 
ether point in the South or Southwest, and we 
could not find a place that suited us half 
so well as this city. Therefore, Chattanooga 
will be the meeting place of the Association 
of Theatre Managers for some t!me to come.”’ 


Officers Elected. 

The follewing officers were elected: Jake 
Wells, president; H. L. Holine, vice-president; 
H. L. Cordoza, secretary; H. L. DeGive, treas- 
urer, who, together with J. D. Burbridge. 
Charles Scott ind R. 8S. Douglass, constitute 
the board of directors.

clerk, gains possession of the papers, which 
proves her to be Lord Randolph's daughter by 
his first wife, whom he has cast aside without 
giving her an opportunity to explain the pres- 
ence of a man he believes to be her paramour, 
but who in reality was her brother, ‘‘Old Iron- 
sides,’ an escaped convict. The denouement is 
well hidden until the last and is a genuine sur- 
prise, so cleverly has Mr. Blaney unfolded the 
lot.

PETER F. DAILEY DEAD. 


At noon on May 23, in his apartments at the 
Auditorium Annex, Peter F. Dailey, the well- 
known comedian, died of acute pneumonia. Mr. 
Dailey was appearing in support of Joe Weber 
in the current burlesque of The Merry Widow 
at the Colonial Theatre, Chicago, up to the 
night of May 22. Mr. Dailey had been slightly 
ill but not enongh to occasion his friends any 
great alarm. His sudden death comes as a 
great shock to his host of friends in the profes- 
sion as well as the thousands who have been en- 
tertained by him a score of years or more. It 
will be a long time until another comedian can 
be found to fill the place in the hearts of the 
theatre-going public made vacant by the death 
of Peter F. Dailey.
